Not to quibble Caity, but I have the receipt from THP in Japan - I paid 
$120 for the antenna set, including shipping, from Japan about 18 months 
ago. They were very nice and sent them before they received my 
international money order. A real pleasure to deal with. 


If there was a run in 2002, I never heard about it, they never informed me 
and you don't mention it on your webpage, which I did try to reference, but 
it's down. Since they don't sell or advertise here, and I don't maintain a 
continuing dialogue with them, there is no way to know this 

information. In fact, one of the other pages, which has less info than 
yours - http://www.rigpix.com/tokyohypower/ht750.htm, clearly states 
production dates of 1992 to 1999. Don't you believe everything you read on 
the web :-)?? 


Again, I did say it depends on the price of the yen - in the late 1990s, 
$600 was the yen/dollar equivalent for the rig - I know because I got a 


price quote from them via e-mail, but chose to get one used instead in the 
US and only pick up some accessories from Japan. 


The funny thing is, current price is irrelevant when you can't get an item 
because it's out of production. There is no current price - only past 
prices that vary fairly widely by year and exchange rate. 


So, essentially everything I said is factual for the frame of reference I 
placed it in. You must be a consultant - you offer information that's 
interesting, but totally irrelevant to the matter at hand :-). 


And please, let's drop it with this exchange. The rig is sold and the 
matter is closed.

As Bob Hightower, NK7M, announced earlier, the Arizona ScQRPions have a new 
Class-E transmitter kit. This kit is a high efficiency, 3-4 watt, VXO controlled 
transmitter with QSK and a mute switch that can be built for either 40, 30, or 20 
meters (you specify which band you want when ordering). Each band uses the same 
board layout and the majority of the parts are the same. The design is universal 
with the schematic being the same for each band, only a few parts change. This 
makes it easy to build and trouble shoot. In comparing two transmitters side by 
side, you cannot tell which band they are built for until you look at the crystal! 
The kit is supplied with an etched PCB, all board parts, and instructions. You 
provide a case, a knob, a DPDT switch and connectors.

If it's like an FT-140-77, it would have an AL value of 2250 mH per 1000 
turns. 


I don't know the rules of thumb for choking impedance, so let's just guess 
that 500 ohms on 80 meters would do you ... 


OK, four (4) turns would get you 36 uH and 836 ohms at 3.6 MHz. That oughta 
be plenty. If it looks sparse, add some more turns. 


BTW, by my way of thinking, you'd treat the bifilar winding just like a 
single wire when figuring common mode impedance / inductance. 


I'm accustomed to seeing these choke baluns made with a bunch of beads ona 
length of coax --- a single turn choke, essentially. But for low power, 
bifilar turns on a donut ought to be OK. Maybe even for moderate power, for 
that matter.

Cores have a major advantage over beads in that the effect of the number of 
turns is multiplicative while the effect of the number of beads is additive. 
To get more choking with beads, it takes a lot more beads. To get more 
choking with a core, it just takes a few more turns. 


Some of us use a little QRP 1:1 current balun made from a single bead about 
5/8" in diameter with a hole about 3/8" which is just large enough to hold 3 
turns of RG-174. This provides as good choking performance as a balun made 
with 5 large beads on coax. 


Jerry Sevick, W2FMI, describes baluns for copious kilowatts made with 
bifilar windings .

Joel, 

The antenna is named the Moxon Rectangle because its principle of operation 
is for the two elements to be different sizes, one as director or reflector, 
one driven. You are stating, I think, you wanted the central elements to be 
the same length. Actually, it is not clear to me why you could not adjust 
the elements central portions to be equal length and just add in the 
remainder in the bent portion. I thought he already did have the center 
portions equal in length, so the bent ends could tie to each other thru a 
simple button as an insulator. 


All the dimensions are shown in L. B. Cebik's pages I thought. He did 


publish this antenna in QST as well, and maybe in QEX at one time; and the 
book from RSGB by Les Moxon has it as well with the derivation from the 
VK2ABQ antenna. A google search on Moxon, VK2ABQ antenna etc. should give 
you extra info. 


Built as shown by Cebik it is an optimized and very effective small beam 
with better front to back than many larger.

As Bob Hightower, NK7M, announced earlier, the Arizona ScQRPions=20 
have 
new Class-E transmitter kit. This kit is a high efficiency, 3-4 watt, 
VXO controlled transmitter with QSK and a mute switch that can be built 
for either 40, 30, or 20 meters (you specify which band you want when 
ordering). Each band uses the same board layout and the majority of the 
parts are the same. The design is universal with the schematic being 
the same for each band, only a few parts change. This makes it easy to 
build and trouble shoot. In comparing two transmitters side by side, 
you cannot tell which band they are built for until you look at the 
crystal! The kit is supplied with an etched PCB, all board parts, and 
instructions.

It's very impressive - a 16-bit 600 MHz ADSP-BF533 DSP (dual MACs, ALUs and 
video ALUS) capable of up to 1200 MMACs, 32 MB SDRAM, 2 MB flash memory, a 
96 kHz stereo audio codec and a video interface. Software supplied is the 
latest VisualDSP++ toolset, limited to 20k programs. 


Although 16-bits isn't ideal for radio applications, this kit has some very 
interesting possibilities. For instance, the 96 kHz codec means that it 
should be able to do IF processing at 48 kHz.
